The Blairmore Townsite | 


The Government Oracles at Winnipeg and 
Edmonton Speak.—In The Mean- 
while Montalbetti Has Becn 
Placed Under Arrest. 


The Blairmore townsite case will 
not down. During the past week 
several very interesting develop- 
ments have taken place. Montal 
betti, the Italian section hand, who 
assigned his claim to Malcolm Mac- 
kenzie M.P.P., and who was found 
by Justice Wetmore to have made 
fraudulent declarations in order to 
sustain his claim, ‘has been placed 
under arrest at McLeod. It seems 
that Mr. Lyon is responsible for the 
step. Why was it not taken by the 
Department of the Interior long 
ago? It is four years since Justice 
Wetmore reported that fraud had 
been practiced. Does the Depart 
ment consider it so slight an offence 
for aman to make a false declara- 
tion as to his rights to a piece of 
valuable property, the handling of 
which has been entrusted to it, 
that it sees no necessity for taking 
steps to punish, him? 


We pat ourselves on the — back 
occasionally and say our political 
methods are more in accordance 
with the principles of honesty and 
justice than those in practice 
across the line. As a general thing, 
this is the case. But let us contrast 
the procedure in this Blairmore 
transaction with that adopted by 
the federal authorities in connec- 
tion with the recent land frauds in 
the State of Washington. Presid- 
ent Roosevelt at the present mom- 
ent has six members of the United 
States secret service force scouring 
the State for evidence to bring the 
guilty parties to justice. But the 
Cabinet at Ottawa has left it to a 
private citizen to take the initiative 
against the man who, according to 
Justice Wetmore, resorted to fraud 
ona wholesale scale. 


Montalbetti himself, it should be 
remembered, stood to benefit toa 
very small extent. Nearly a_ year 
and a half after he had transferred 
his interests to Mr. Mackenzie, 
Justice Wetmore found that no con- 
sideration whatever had passed_ be- 
tween them and that Montalbetti 
held absolutely no security. ‘‘I can- 
not understand this state of affairs’’ 
said Justice Wetmore. “It is op- 
posed to business methods — and 
it strikes me as — unreasonable.” 
Possibly now that Montalbetti has 
been tuken into custody he will not 
be averse to throw some light on 
the situation, which the judge, and 
the public at large as well, has fail- 
ed to understand.

The Saturday News has given a 
great deal of attention to the case 
and the Winnipeg Free Press thinks 
it worth its while to give a direct 
answer to an article which appeared 
inthis paper. In this respect it 
differs very much from our local 
contemporary. The Free Press 
quotes the following paragraph 
from the Saturday News: 

Lyon had no legal standing with- 
out the support of the Crown and 
it was because the Crown, just be- 
fore judgment was given, with- 
drew that support that Mackenzie 
was confirmed in the possession of 
this immensely valuable townsite. 
The question which hasn’t been an- 
swered is: ‘Why did The Crown 
withdraw and prevent Justice Bur- 
bidge from giving judgment as he 
says he would have, in Lyon’s fa- 
vor?’ ‘That is the question which 
the Minister of the Interior will 
have to answer in some other way 
than by hurling uncomplimentary 
epithets at those who ask it.’ 

The comment of the Free 
is this: 

‘This is a mistatement of the case 
so complete that it is difficult to re- 
gaurd it as other than deliberate. 
Neither Mr. Lake, nor Mr. Macdo- 
nell, of Toronto, nor Mr. R, L. Bor- 
den, nor Mr. Barker, of Hamilton, 
nor any other Opposition speaker 
who took part in the discussion in 
Parliament stated that the Crown 
withdrew before judgment — was 
given, There was nothing of the 
sort, as Judge Burbidge’s deci- 
sion makes plain. The contention 
of the Edmonton News, repeated 
by the Calgary Herald, is that the 
Crown allowed Lyon to proceed un- 
til it beeame evident that judgment 
would be given in his favor, and 
then withdrew, thus preventing jud- 
gment being given. But the Crown 
stayed in the case to the end, and 
judgment was given, Judge Bur- 
bidge explicitly declaring that 
Lyon had no basis for his claim

and no right to have the patent that 
had been issued cancelled. 

“If the Government be attacked 
on the ground of its not having 
proceeded and had the patent can- 
celled, that is another matter. That 
is the ‘ground ‘on which the Op- 
position attack in the House is 
made. And the reasons for the 
course which the Government took 
were set forth at length by the Min- 
ister of Justice, Mr Aylesworth. 
There may be differences of opinion 
in regard to the course the Govern- 
ment judged best to pursue. But 
those who attack that course cannot 
hope to accomplish anything in’ the 
long run by misrepresentation.”’ 

The charge thus made against the 
Saturday News is a serious one and 
if it could be proven would justify 
its readers in losing all confidence 
in its presentation of the case. But 
it cannot be sustained. No attempt 
was made in these columns. to con- 
eeal the fact that Justice Burbidge 
held that neither Lyon nor Montal- 
betti had a right that could be en- 
forced at law to be allowed to pur- 
chase the quarter section as a whole, 

But the purpose of the suit was not 
the securing of the quarter section 
to Lyon, The written judgment of 
the Court of the Exchequer clearly 
reads that a motion was made on be- 
half of the plaintiff’ that the patent 
issued to the defendant, Maleolm 
Mackenzie, as assignee of the de- 
fendant Felix Montalbetti, be de- 
clared to have been issued through 
fraud or in error or improvidently 
and to be null and void; and that it 
should be delivered up by the de- 
fendant, Maleolm Mackenzie, for 
eancellation.”’ 


This makes clear what the object 
of the suit was, as the Saturday 
News understood it when the parag- 
raph quoted by the Free Press was 
written and as it still understands it. 

What was desired was simply the 
cancellation of Mackenzie’s patent. 
This being so, let us see what suc- 
cess Lyon had. When the — case 
first came before Justice Burbidge, 
he stated it as his opinion, based up- 
on the report of Justice Wetmore as

referee, that neither Lyon nor Mont- 
albetti had a right to the property. 
But note what followed. 
“Now with regard to setting aside 
the patent on the ground that the 
Crown has been deceived and that it 
was issued to the prejudice of the 
public, I should have thought that a 
case had been made out, if it were 
not for the evidence of the Commis- 
sioner of Dominion Lands to the 

effect that his decision would have 
' been the same if Felix Montalbetti’s 
declaration had not been before him. 
Lam not sure that I fully under- 
' stand what he meant by that.” 

Justice Burbidge accordingly 
adjourned the case for the purpose 
of taking further evidence in respect 
to the point that he did not under- 
stand. His position, however, on 
the evidence then before him, which 
is the only evidence that has ever 
been brought out anywhere, is clear. 

A case was made out for cancella- 
tion of Mackenzie’s patent, which 
was the object of the suit. What 
Justice Burbidge said in the pass- 
age above quoted is sufficient to 
show his willingness, unless cther 
evidence were adduced, to cancel 
Mackenzies’s patent. To confirm this 
fact, however, we have the letter of 
Mr. Chrysler, solicitor for the De- 
partment of the Interior, to Mr 
Sifton, in which he says: 

“The judge is prepared to set 
aside the patent granted to Macken- 
zie, if the Crown desires to do so.”’ 

But the Crown, represented by 
Mr Sifton, did not desire to do so. 
When the case again came _ before 
the Exchequer Court, no further 
evidence was presented. The 
Crown asked to have the case dismis- 
sed and that was the end of it. as 
far as the court was concerned. The 
Crown’s action in withdrawing left 
Lyon without legal standing and he 
could do nothing further. 


These are facts, the truth of which 
can be verified by anyone who takes 
the trouble to look over the records 
om tte case. They are on file in the 
Saturday News Office and all who 
wish to doso may examine them. 
Yet the Free Press declares ‘‘ The 
Crown stayed in the case to the 
end,.”’ 

“If the Government be attacked 
on the ground of its not having 
proceeded and had the patent cancel- 
ed, that is another matter’? adds 
the Free Press. It is the whole mat- 
ter. The Government could have 
had a patent cancelled that, so far 
as the evidence went to show, was 
obtained by fraud and it declined 
to have this done. ‘“There may be 
differences in regard to the course 
which the Government judged best 
to pursue’’ continues the Free 
Press. There can be no such differ- 
ences among citizens who wish to 
see honesty and © straightforward 
ness in the administration of our 
public affairs. But having stated 
the case in its last paragraph cor- 
rectly, why does not the Free Press 
goon and let us know what its own 
opinion is? 

Incidentally, having accused the 
Saturday News of deliberate misre- 
presentation, we trust that the 
Free Press will give full promin- 
ence to what we have said in our de- 
fence of the charge.

It does not see fit, as the 
Free Press did, to reply directly to 
the Saturday News.

Simplex type-setting machine, on 
which the type for the Saturday 
News is set each week. It is a nov- 
elty to the extent that while in ex- 
tensive commercial use in the Uni- 


ted States, itis the first machine of | 
its kind that has ever been intro- | 


duced into Western Canada. Up 
toa month ago the Saturday News 
was set by hand. Its appearance as 
contrasted with those of other pap- 
ers which were set by machines, 
was amatter of frequent favorable 
comment. The publishers did = not 
wish to lose this fine appearance, 


yet the old) method of hand com- | 


position was very slow and very 
costly, ‘They, therefore, began to 


look ar ound for a machine which | 
would give a good appearance and | 
yet avoid the disadvantages of hand | 


setting. They coneluded that the 
Simplex filled the bill and they have 
had no reason to alter” their opinion 
sinee having it installed.

THE FIRST CONVOCATION OF 
THE UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA. 


The attention of all University 
graduates residing in the Province 
is directed to the University Act of 
1906, providing for the establish- 
ment and incorporation of a Univer- 
sity for the Province of Alberta. 
Special attention isdrawn to  sec- 
tions 8,9, and 10 of the Act in 
question which provides for the 
first convocation of the University. 

Section 8 is as follows: ‘‘The first 
convocation of the University shall 
consist of all graduates of any 
University in His Majesty’s Domi- 
nions having the degrees of Bachelor 
or Master of Arts, Bachelor, Licen- 
tiate or Doctor of Law or of Civil 
Law, Bachelor or Doctor of Medi- 
cine, Bachelor or Master of Science, 
or Bachelor of the Science of Agri- 
culture and graduates of the Royal 
Military College of Canada who are 
actually residing in the Province 
three months prior to the first elec- 
tion of members of the Senate of 
the University and who at least one 
month prior to the said election reg- 
ister themselves as members of such 
convocation in the office of the 
“Provincial Secretary.’’ 

Section 10 reads as follows: ‘‘A re- 
gister shall be kept by the Provin- 
cial Secretary in which he shall en- 


/ter the names of graduates who are 
| entitled to be members of the first 


convocation upon their producing 
to him satisfactory proof of their 
qualification under section 8 and 
upon due payment of the fee of 
$2.00, and the entry upon the regis- 
ter of the name of any person shall 
hecome conclusive evidence that such 
person is a member of the Con- 
vocation and is entitled to vote as 
such.” 

A register for the enrolment of 
members of the first Convocation of 
the University of Alberta as above 
outlined is now open in the office of 
the Provincial Secretary where en- 
rolment may be mude at any time 
upon complying with the foregoing 
conditions. 

All applications for enrolment 
should he addressed to the Honor- 
able The Provincial Secretary, Ed- 
monton, Alberta.

tom type in each of the channels _ is 
tested on the wards of the channels 
of the lower cylinder. Each type 
with a combination of nicks match- 
ing the combination of wards in the 
channel over which it stops drops 
down, while those differing in com- 
bination rest on the tops of the 
wards, they in turn dropping when 
the rotaton of the cylinder brings 
them to their respective channels. 
As the distributer can supply type 
much faster than operators can set 
it up, it is not necessary to keep it | 
working all the time. | 


THE MECHANISM IS VERY 
SIMPLE. 


The mechanism by which these re- 
sults are accomplished is most ac- 
curately made, and yet is wonder- 
fully simple in its construction. 
The channels in the two cylinders 
are cut with the greatest precision. 
When it is understood that cach of 
the ninety channels in the upper , 
cylinder match perfectly all of the 
channels in the lower cylinder this 
accuracy will be appreciated. This 
in itself would not secure proper | 
distribution unless the upper cylin- 
der were moved positively at each | 
step to tne point where the channels 
all coincide, and held there rigidly 
an instant to permit the dropping 
of any type which may have arrived 
at its channel in the lower or setter 
eylinder. 

This accuracy of movement is ob- 
tained by employing a cam to im- 
part the step by step movement to 
the revolving cylinder. The cam 
revolves on ashaft, the bearings of 
which are rigidly attached to the 
crosshead of the machine, which in 
turn is firmly attached to a main 
shaft extending through both cylin- 
ders. Motion is imparted to the 
cam through gears extending back 
to ashaft on the cross head which 
is driven by a belt. The cam thrutss 
against rolls which bear on_ pisn 
driven solidly into the top of the cy- 
linder. These rolls, forty five in 
number, form a circle about four | 
inches less in diamater than the eyl- 
inder. As these are just half as | 
many rolls as there are channels, 
each revolution of the cam = gives 
the cylinder two forward thrusts, 
moving it each time a distance equ- 
aling the distance between the chan- 
nels. The rolls are shaped to con- 
form to the shape of the cam. A 
simple and effective means is pro- 
vided for adjusting the cam when 
necessary, |

with the trigger. The various move- 
ments of the loading mechanism are 
performed in the intervals between 
the steps or forward movements of 
the cylinder, so that loading and dis- 
tributing proceed simultaneously.

A real need in the city is an ade- 
quate isolation hospital. At present 
a serivus condition of affairs exists. 
There are diphtheria and searlet 
fever patients in the present build- 
ing, which has accommodation for 
only two diseases, and there is an 
epidemie of measles in the city. 
This is entailing real hardship in 
many cases, especially where the 
patients are in boarding houses. 
When the city officials are making 
strenuous efforts to undertake its 
needs, it is uncharitable to offer 
criticism; at the same time every- 
one will acknowledge that a want 
such as this should have its advoca- 
tes and receive attention. 


Real estate is still rather quiet, 
but thorough enquiry reveals no 
slump and shows that a number of 
very satisfactory deals are being put 
through, Last week the building 
inspector issued permits for almost 
$70,000 worth of buildings, nearly 
all of which are to be residences. 
A glance over the city from the 
heights gives an impressive idea of 
the city’s growth. New houses in 
the first stages of construction or 
ready for the paint, and in all the 
intermediate stages, are very num- 
erous. The growth is mainly in the 
southwest.

| pital, namely that the control of the

ure the control be vested in the now 
existing Board of Directors co-ope-
